“Night of the Living Spud” features a lot of the 
things I love about the world of Darkwing Duck: the 
sheer weirdness of a monster vegetable rampage, 
the pathos of a great villain, Gosalyn’s fearlessness 
getting her and Honker in over their heads, and 
goofy side characters whose ultimate solution to 
any problem is a liberally applied amount of diesel 
fuel. And while each episode of Disney Darkwing 
Duck was a standalone affair with very little (if any) 
continuity, this was always one I wanted to revisit. 

Of particular interest to me was the mysterious 
weasel, Duane, a truck-driving good ol’ boy who 
was an exceptionally well-informed enigma, giving 
Darkwing a sage piece of advice that would serve 
the Masked Mallard well in his eventual showdown 
with the vampire potato. A lot of fans I’ve met over 
the years have expressed a similar appreciation for 
Duane, so it was great to bring him in as our story’s 
omniscient narrator—our “Crypt Keeper,” so-to- 
speak.

Discovering that a story on Darkwing Duck 
caused a slight uptick in ratings, she set out to 
document the crimefighter’s adventures. 

Excited to finally get some decent press, 
Darkwing agreed to let Beakley tag along. 
Unfortunately, a super-villain convention in 
Florida had drawn away most of his enemies, 
leaving him to confront jaywalkers and leash-law 
violators. Frustrated by the lack of compelling 
drama, Beakley decided to create the news by 
battling Darkwing as the monarch of the insect 
kingdom, the Bugmaster! Creating an armored, 
insect-themed costume, Bugmaster committed 
a series of thefts that drew the Masked Mallard’s 
attention. 

As a junior news reporter at school, Gosalyn 
idolized Bianca Beakley. She deduced Beakley’s 
secret identity and confronted her, but Beakley 
convinced her she was only committing crimes 
temporarily to give Darkwing a proper nemesis 
for the series. Finding nothing wrong with this 
deception, Gosalyn donned her own costume 
and joined Bugmaster as the Grub. 

After capturing Darkwing and Launchpad, 
the Bugmaster tried to dip them in boiling 
beeswax. Realizing Bugmaster was lying to her, 
Gosalyn turned on Bugmaster, freed the heroes, 
and defeated the villain. 

Sometime before the events known as 
“The Crisis on Infinite Darkwings,” Beakley 
stole Lilliput’s bug-controlling technology and 
implemented it in a new helmet, but she was 
again defeated.

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HISTORY: In an effort to ease his loneliness 
after the rejection of Dr. Rhoda Dendron

relationship?) Dr. Bushroot created Posey. 
Aiming to create a beautiful flower mutant as 
his companion, Bushroot’s plans went awry 
when his assistant, Spike, replaced Bushroot’s 
posey blossom with potato starch, accidentally 
creating an Ill-tempered mutant vampire. 
Despite this unexpected development, 
Bushroot remained devoted to Posey, but she 
had other plans, breaking free from Bushroot’s 
greenhouse and rampaging across the 
countryside. 

Darkwing Duck stumbled onto Bushroot’s 
plans when the villain robbed the local Fabric 
King, determined to clothe his new bride in 
beautiful gowns. Darkwing and Launchpad
